A year after he was declared 
missing the Army notified his 
family that he was presumed 
dead.

House Gives 
OK To Land 
Transfer Bill 


HARRISBURG (UPI) — A land transfer between 
the state and the Pennsylvania Turnpike Commission in 
Bucks and Somerset counties was authorized under a 
bill passed by the House yesterday. 
Rep. Alan D. Williams, R-Bucks 
battled against the bill for more 
than a half hour before it cleared 
by a vote of 132-62 and was sent 
to the Senate for concurrence. 
The transfer involves 153 acres 
of state-owned land in Bensalem 
Twp., Bucks County, plus 13 acres 
in Somerset County in exchange 
for 109 acres of turnpike-owned 
land in Somerset County. The 
turnpike would pay the state for 
the difference in the value of the 
land. 
Williams protested on grounds 
the property in Bucks County is 
prime commercial land located 
near the intersection of the turn­ 
pike and heavily-traveled Route 
I. He also objected to a provi­ 
sion that the Bucks County land 
be appraised on the basis of its 
worth in 1952. when the state 
acquired the area for a school 
for retarded children. 


Williams maintained the land 
had increased in value and today

Named to the organization, to 
be called the "Citizens Advisory 
Commission on Youth Develop­ 
m ent," were Falls Police Chief 
Franklin 
Kirby 
and 
Detective 
Lieutenant Rocco DeRosa. 


Milton Berkes, board chairman, 
resolution unanimously adopted 
by the three-man board, said John 
J. Mclnerney, Falls recreation di­ 
rector, would also be named to 
the commission. 
From Various Fields 
Berkes’ resolution said persons 
from the fields of recreation, edu­ 
cation, religion, youth activities, 
government and civic groups and 
others would complete the com­ 
mission’s membership. The total 
membership will be nine or IO 
persons. 
The new commission is charged 
with four responsibilities. 


It will obtain a true picture 
of the township’s juvenile prob­ 
lem. 


The knowledge and services 
of public and private agencies 
in the county that deal with 
youth problems will be coordin­ 
ated to alleviate the problems. 


The commission will initiate a 
positive program designed to 
prevent, control and combat 
juvenile delinquency as well as. 
promote and foster what Berkes 
called, "juvenile decency." 


To Aid Youngsters 


Another duty of the commis­ 
sion will lie to help youngsters 
who have been in trouble or are 
headed for trouble to adjust to 
lives of responsible citizenship. 


Public Concern 


Berkes said the commission has 
been initiated in response to grow­ 
ing public concern at the increase 
in juvenile delinquency. 
He said it is a responsibility of 
government to prevent the growth 
of crime and to guide the develop­ 
ment of good citizenship.
